Germany has been in advance in em- 
ploying alcohol] ag a fuel for internal 
combustion motors. Over four years 
ago one relatively small distilling con- 
cern had contracts for supplying alco- 
hol fuel to over 1,000 engines, over 50 
per cent of which were used for farm 
purposes. 

Germany's consumption of alcoho! in 
the arts last year, with a population 
of say 40 millions, was 100 million 
of gallons, against aconsumption of al- 
cohol in the arts in the United States 
with 80 millions of people, of only five 
millions of galllong. 


But now that the Free Alcohol Act 
has passed both houses of Congress and 
will become law on January ist, 1907. 
in the United States, the production and 
use of alcohol there for fuel purposes 
may be expected to go ahead with en- 
ormous strides, giving it an industrial 
impetus to €ven remote localities 
where fuel, and consequently power, has 
been at «© prohibitive cost. 

Its use in internal combustion mo- 
tors should, and doubtics3 will. increas? 
either to the po'Rt of entire'y displacing| 
geccine for this use or at least cheap- 
ening it to th: point of local vost of ai- 
cohc; production. This, eyen snould the 
Dominion government not see fit to 
give ustaxfree alcohol, inCanada soon 
should, in a COmpetitive way, have an 
effect in lowering the price of gasoline, 
which especially in the west, is decid- 
edly onerous, and felt to be murh high- 
er than cost of production and trans- 
portation charges, plug a 
profit should warrant. 

The West needs tax free alcohol, not 
the kind that is to he drunk. but that 
which energizes in arother way, as fuel 
for moving machinery.
